WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Lillian H. Robinson, Constable of Raymond, in the County of 
Cumberland and State of Maine: 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Raymond, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town 
House in said town on Tuesday, the fifth day of March, 1946, 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the report 
of the Town Officers for the year 1945. 


Article 4. To elect one Selectman, Assessor, and Overseer 
of Poor to serve for three years. 


Article 5. To elect a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To elect one member of the Superintending School 
Committee to serve for three years. 


Article 7. To elect a Fire Ward, who shall be a Fire Inspector 
for the’ ensuing year. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to elect two Fire 
Wards to serve under the direction of the Fire Inspector and 
elect. 
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Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to elect one or more 
Road Commissioners, for the ensuing year, and elect. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a Budget Committee of six to act with 
the Selectmen for the ensuing year. 


Article 11. To elect an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Article 12. To elect such other Town Officers as the law 
requires. 


Article 13. To see what method the Town will vote to adopt 
for the collection of Taxes for the ensuing year. 


Article 14. To see what discount the Town will vote to allow 
on taxes paid on or before July 1, 1946. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the 
necessary bonds which the Collector and Treasurer are, by law, 
obliged to have. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Se- 
lectmen to deduct twenty-five percent of the wages of the Town 
employees to be applied on the payment of back taxes assessed 
against said employees, or act anything relative thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of the White 
Pine Blister Rust in Accordance with Revised Statutes, Chapter 11, 
Sections 62, 63, 64. 


Article 20. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the Raymond Fire Department. 


Article 21. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the payment of Town Charges. 


Article 22. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the Support of Poor. 


Article 238 16, 566 what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Roads and Bridges. 


Article 24. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Winter Roads. 


Article 25. To see what sum the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid Road Construction (in addition to the amount 
regularly raised for the care of Ways, Highways, and Bridges) 
under the provision of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, R. S.

Said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Article 36. To see what sum the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for the Support of Schools. 


~ Article 37. To see what sum the Town will raise and appro- 
_ priate for School Repairs and Equipment. 
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Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to complete the repairs, pay bills, and 
buy new furniture for the East Raymond School. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to shingle the Jordan School building 
at Raymond Village. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to paint the Noble School building at 
Raymond Village. | 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to pay the amount raised under Articles 37, 38, 39, 
and 40 from the so-called Roscoe Witham Farm Fund, or any- 
thing relative thereto. 


Article 42. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the upkeep of Soldiers and Sailors Graves, as 
required by law. 


Article 43. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and dispose any of the 
remaining Roscoe Witham Property, so-called, now owned by 
the Town.

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REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


Very little equipment was purchased during the past year due 


to war time conditions. 


Some kind of an alarm system is our greatest need at present. 
We have hopes of purchasing Civilian Defense equipment for 


this purpose. 


The Department has been called out ten times during the 


past year. 


On February 21 to the house of Walter Simmons for a fire 


caused by a short circuit in the wiring. 


On April 6 to Cooks Mills for a fire that threatened to destroy 


the village. 


On April 8 the boys burned the refuse that was left from 


the schoolhouse fire of last year. 


On April 15 to a woods fire on Raymond Cape where quite a 


large area was burned over with little damage. 


On May 30 to a fire beside the main highway below Grants 
Camps. 


On June 13 to the old Cole place now owned by Brooks 
Whitehouse. The shed was completely destroyed and some dam- 
age done to the main house. As there was inadequate water 


supply the equipment and men remained on duty for the night. 


On June 14 we returned to the Cole place to wet down the 


ruins of the shed as a precautionary measure. 


On August 15 to Gulicks Camps on Raymond Cape where a 
small building was destroyed but the firemen were able to con- 
fine the fire to this building even though there was a large 


recreation and dining-room only a few feet away. 
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We were also called out for a fire in the gasoline pump at 
Clarks Store and a chimney fire at the Lloy Homestead. 


There is still an urgent need for water holes in various parts of 
the town when labor is available. 


| wish to express my appreciation to the firemen, citizens, and 
others for their cooperation during the past year.

Our supplies, equipment and books are in good condition. 


REPAIRS 


The Town appropriated $3,000.00 for special repairs at East 
Raymond and $500.00 for general repairs to include new toilets 
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at the Jordan school. Two special Town Meetings were held to 
increase the amount needed to remodel the East Raymond Small 
school. | 

The Small school was completely remodeled and a small base- 
ment excavated for the heating plant and fuel storage. 

A new well, 96 feet deep was drilled and this provides an 
unusually large supply of water. Tested over 15 gallons per 
minute, when tested. 

A new steam heating plant was installed with modern radia- 
tors. New lights were installed in the new class rooms, equal 
to state recommendations. Modern plumbing with flush closets, 
hot water; drinking fountains were installed in the rear of each 
class room. 

A small room with sink and cabinets is available in the rear 
of the building for the operation of a hot lunch, if and when the 
parents, teachers and pupils desire the same. 

This building is now modern throughout and satisfactory for a 
school building, meeting all state requirements. 

At Raymond Village new toilets were installed in the Jordan 
school building, requiring some carpenter work besides that of 
the plumber. 

All buildings have been: cleaned and put in good repair. 

Another year, it will be necessary to shingle the Jordan school 
and both buildings at Raymond Village need outside painting. 

As soon as possible, modern building repairs should be made 
at Raymond Village as the schoolhouse is not ‘satisfactory for 
a school building and does not meet the state standards for a 
modern school building. The ceiling is too low. and the floor 
very cold. | 

New furniture is needed at East Raymond, some of which has 
been ordered and some already has arrived. 


TUITION 


Tuition pupils are attending secondary schools at North Yar- 
mouth Academy, Mechanic Falls, Casco, Pennell Institute and 
Windham. The Town pays all tuition bills for accredited pupils 
from Raymond and is partly reimbursed from state funds.
